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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to amendment filed on September 16 th , 2008. 

Claims 1-245 are pending examination. 

Response to Amendment 

Terminal Disclaimer filed 9/16/08 has been submitted and therefore, the double 
patenting rejection is withdrawn. 

Newly submitted Abstract is sufficient to overcome the objection made in the 
previous action. 

The second of duplicate claims 41 has been cancelled and reintroduced as claim 
245, satisfying the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §1.26. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 9/16/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument (Pg.104, 1f1), that Goldman does not teach 
or suggest "...identifying an actual sender..." Examiner respectfully disagrees. Goldman 
taught "after the act of categorizing the sender's address, reevaluating the category of 
the sender's address by periodically sending a request to the sender's address, wherein 
the request is to be answered only by receiving input from a person" (see claim 1). One 
skilled in the art would suggest the sender's address is an actual address, otherwise an 
actual response would not be made to the periodical inquiring of the sender's address. 

In response to applicant's argument (Pg.105, 1J2), that Goldman does not teach 
or suggest "...using statistics based on the identified information about the sender." 
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Examiner respectfully disagrees. Goldman taught "categorizing the sender's address as 
being authorized for sending electronic messages to the recipient, unauthorized for 
sending electronic messages to the recipient, or unconfirmed as to whether the sender's 
address is authorized or unauthorized; after the act of categorizing the sender's 
address, reevaluating the category of the sender's address by periodically sending a 
request to the sender's address, wherein the request is to be answered only by 
receiving input from a person : and re-categorizing the sender's address as being 
authorized, unauthorized, or unconfirmed based on a response to the request or lack 
thereof." (see claim 1) (Emphasis added). 

In response to applicant's argument (Pg.106, 1J3), that Goldman does not teach 
or suggest "...using statistics based on the identified information about the sender..." 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Despite Applicant's attempt to define "using statistics" 
by utilizing various sources (dictionary, glossary) submitted, Examiner interprets the 
claim limitation broadly given the limitation is also broad. Furthermore, Applicant has not 
further narrowed the scope of the claim portion of "using statistics" that is consistent 
with the definitions provided. Thus, Goldman's disclosure of categorizing the received 
messages based on the sender's addresses is considered to be "using statistics." 

In view of the foregoing, it is evident that the reference to Goldman clearly 
teaches all elements of Applicant's independent claim 1 (also applying to claims 66, 
107, and 181). Thus, in view of such, the rejection is sustained as follows: 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-30, 32-45, 47-51, 53-57, 59-62, 64-85, 87-95, 97, 98, 100-103, 
105-141, 143-161, 163-167, 169-173, 175-177, 179-209, 211-224, 226-230, 
232-236, 238-241, and 243-245 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Goldman (U.S 2003/0233418). 

Regarding Claim 1 . 

Goldman taught in a network, a method of processing received e-mail messages 
comprising: 

identifying information about a sender of a received e-mail message based on 
data in the message, the identified information about the sender including an actual 
sender of the message (H38); 

categorizing whether the received message is unsolicited e-mail by using 
statistics based on the identified information about the sender (1J49, 1{51 , H52, 1167, 1168); 
and 

processing the received message based on its categorization (1J49, 1J51, 1152, 
1167, 1T68). 

Regarding Claims 2 and 3 , 

Goldman taught the actual sender is identified by a signature that includes: 
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an e-mail address used by the sender fl[45); 
a domain name used by the sender fl[45). 
Regarding Claim 4 , 

Goldman taught using statistics compiled at least one database to categorize 
whether the received message is unsolicited e-mail, wherein the at least one database 
includes a central database fl[98, Ln 7-10). 

Regarding Claims 5-9 , 

Goldman taught using scores indicating likelihood that the received message is 
unsolicited e-mail by looking into information about the sender such as the actual 
sender fl[39, Ln 5-10, 40, Ln 5-8). 

Regarding Claim 10 , 

Goldman taught determining the final IP address used by the sender by 
identifying an IP address of a first network device used to send the e-mail message to a 
second network device trusted by a recipient of the message (1J33). 

Regarding Claim 1 1 , 

Goldman taught determining the final domain name used by the sender by 
identifying a domain name of an IP address of a first network device used to send the e- 
mail message to a second network device trusted by a recipient of the message 0133). 

Regarding Claim 12 , 

Goldman taught determining the final domain name used by the sender by 
removing a predetermined number of subdomains from the domain name of the IP 
address of the first network device used to send the e-mail message to the second 
network device trusted by the recipient of the message (1133). 

Regarding Claim 13 , 
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Goldman taught creating a whitelist indicating which messages will be accepted 
by a recipient, the accepted messages identified by an e-mail address or an actual 
sender 0150, 1151). 

Regarding Claim 14 , 

Goldman taught placing the message in the recipient's inbox if the whitelist 
indicates the recipient will accept the message (H51). 
Regarding Claim 15 , 

Goldman taught creating a blacklist which indicates which messages will not be 
accepted by a recipient, the unaccepted messages identified by an e-mail address or an 
actual sender 0[52). 

Regarding Claim 16 , 

Goldman taught disposing of the message if the blacklist indicates the recipient 
will not accept the message, the disposal of the message including deleting the 
message (1J52). 

Regarding Claim 17 , 

Goldman taught sending information about received messages to the at least 
one database, the information including: 

information identifying the actual sender and whether the actual sender is 
included on a recipient's whitelist (11,8, categorizing sender's address as authorized, 
unauthorized, or unconfirmed stored in an data structure). 

Regarding Claim 18 , 

Goldman taught storing information about received messages at the at least one 
database 0|8, stored in a data structure). 
Regarding Claims 19 and 20 , 
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Goldman taught requesting the at least one database to send a recipient 
statistics about an actual sender fl[39, Ln 5-10). 
Regarding Claim 21 , 

Goldman taught storing information about messages sent from an actual sender 
including a total number of messages sent fl[45). 
Regarding Claim 22 , 

Goldman taught storing information about messages sent from a final IP address 
including a total number of messages sent fl[33). 
Regarding Claim 23 , 

Goldman taught storing information about messages sent from a final domain 
name including a total number of messages sent (1J45). 
Regarding Claim 24 , 

Goldman taught storing information about messages sent using an IP path 
including a total number of messages sent fl[33). 
Regarding Claims 25-28 , 

Goldman taught compiling statistics includes applying the score to the 
appropriate message in the spam folder fl[32, 1153). 
Regarding Claim 29 , 

Goldman taught setting a predetermined threshold for accepting messages 
based on statistics associated with an actual sender (1J10, unconfirmed sender's 
addresses are categorized for a predetermined period of time. Any outgoing e-mails to 
recipient addresses are categorized as authorized). 

Regarding Claim 30 , 

Goldman taught accepting messages when information about the message 
exceeds the predetermined threshold flj82). 
Regarding Claim 32 , 
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Goldman taught revising statistics when a recipient changes a wh itel ist/blackl ist 
status of an actual sender flf45, Fig. 4, sender's addresses may be modified from one 
category to another). 

Regarding Claim 33 , 

Goldman taught creating a key for storing information about the actual sender 
(U50, the use of colors, fonts, icons, or other visual mechanism to represent the 
categorization of the sender). 

Regarding Claim 34 , 

Goldman taught the key is the information used to identify the actual sender 

(1150). 

Regarding Claim 35 , 

Goldman taught a manual reversal of a whitelist/blacklist status of an actual 
sender is more heavily weighted when revising statistics fl[74). 
Regarding Claim 36 , 

Goldman taught processing the received message includes placing the message 
in the recipient's inbox fl[51 , if sender's address is authorized message is placed in 
inbox). 

Regarding Claim 37 , 

Goldman taught processing the received message includes placing the message 
in a spam folder (^52, if sender's address is unauthorized message is placed in spam 
for deletion). 

Regarding Claim 38 , 

Goldman taught monitoring the spam folder at predetermined intervals to 
determine whether messages should be released (U53). 
Regarding Claim 39 . 
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Goldman taught automatically releasing the message from the spam folder when 
the reputation of the actual sender passes a predetermined threshold (1153). 
Regarding Claim 40 , 

Goldman taught reevaluating the spam folder immediately before it is displayed 
to a recipient such that information about messages in the spam folder is current when 
viewed by the recipient (H53). 

Regarding Claim 41 , 

Goldman taught manually transferring the message from the spam folder to the 
recipient's inbox 0[56). 

Regarding Claim 42 , 

Goldman taught each user setting a predetermined personalized spam threshold, 
wherein an incoming message that exceeds the spam threshold is sent to a folder 
designated to hold spam messages (1[50). 

Regarding Claim 43 , 

Goldman taught each user setting a predetermined personalized delete 
threshold, wherein an incoming message that exceeds the delete threshold is deleted 
(1171). 

Regarding Claim 44 , 

Goldman taught maintaining at either the central database or the at least two 
centrally-maintained databases a number of messages which were explicitly ranked 
good and wherein the values are based on messages having the same information 
about the sender including an actual sender fl[44). 

Regarding Claim 45 , 

Goldman taught the values represent ratings of unique users within the network 

(1150). 
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Regarding Claim 47 , 

Goldman taught evaluating an unknown sender based on statistics of a known 
final IP address used by the sender 0153). 
Regarding Claim 48 , 

Goldman taught evaluating an unknown sender using either a known final IP 
address or a known final domain name based on statistics about other new senders 
using either the known final IP address or the known final domain 0145, 1J53). 

Regarding Claim 49 , 

Goldman taught giving an unknown final IP address or final domain name an 
initial good rating 0f44). 

Regarding Claim 50 , 

Goldman taught giving an unknown final IP address or domain name an initial 
rating based on the length of time the network has been in operation (Fig. 10, 1J85). 
Regarding Claim 51 , 

Goldman taught older members of the network overwriting a new member's 
message ratings when the new member's ratings are inconsistent when compared to 
other member's ratings 0175). 

Regarding Claim 53 , 

Goldman taught personal statistics are checked at the local database before 

global statistics at either the central database or the at least two centrally-maintained 

databases are checked 0198, IP 02, IP 03). 

Regarding Claim 54 , 

Goldman taught rating a sender by: 

releasing small numbers of the sender's messages to recipients 0153); and 
monitoring the recipients' classification of these messages to determine the 
sender's rating 0153). 
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Regarding Claim 55 , 

Goldman taught changing one user's rating when other members outvote the 
user's rating 0|96). 

Regarding Claim 56 , 

Goldman taught either the central database or the at least two centrally- 
maintained databases return more than one value to the recipient (1J75). 
Regarding Claim 57 , 

Goldman taught monitoring the inbox at predetermined intervals to determine 
whether messages should remain in the inbox fl[81 , 1J82). 
Regarding Claim 59 , 

Goldman taught creating the whitelist by adding the following to the whitelist: 
any e-mail addresses stored by a user of the e-mail program (H51); 
any e-mail address in an outgoing message (U94); and 

any e-mail address of a sender of a message having the same subject line as 
another message previously sent by the user (H57). 
Regarding Claim 60 , 

Goldman taught combining each e-mail address added to the whitelist with at 
least one other piece of information from the message header including a domain name 
used by the sender 0145). 

Regarding Claim 61 , 

Goldman further taught scanning messages received by the user; and 
determining if a sender of a received message is on the whitelist, wherein if the sender 
is on the whitelist: identifying information about the sender of the message based on 
data in the message, the identified information about the sender including at an actual 
sender of the message 0J45, H46). 
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Regarding Claim 62 , 

Goldman taught categorizing a received message that cannot be rated locally 
when user activity is observed (H85). 
Regarding Claim 64 , 

Goldman taught sending recipients a notification when any sender's reputation 
changes fl[81 , 1f82). 

Regarding Claim 65 , 

Goldman taught reviewing all messages received in a predetermined time period 
preceding receipt of the notification and updating the categorization of the message as 
necessary fl[81,1[82). 

Regarding Claim 245 , 

Goldman taught information about the final IP address is sent to the recipient 
when there is insufficient information about the actual sender (1j33). 

Regarding Claims 66-85, 87-95, 97, 98. 100-103, 105-141, 143-161, 163-167, 
169-173, 175-177, 179-209, 211-224, 226-230, 232-236, 238-241, 243, and 244 , 
the claims are similar in scope to claims 1-30, 32-45, 47-51, 53-57, 59-62, 64, and 65 
and therefore, rejected under the same rationale. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 31, 46, 52, 58, 63, 86, 96, 99, 104, 142, 162, 168, 174, 178, 210, 225, 
231, 237, and 242 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 
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Goldman did not teach setting a low threshold to differentiate wanted messages 
from unsolicited messages, wherein the low threshold is either: a) greater than one 
percent of a number of messages sent are accepted, wherein the messages are 
characterized by one of the following: i) an actual sender; ii) a final IP address; iii) a final 
domain name; or iv) an IP path; b) greater than one percent of a number of unique 
users accepting a message wherein the message is characterized by one of the 
following: i) an actual sender; ii) a final IP address; iii) a final domain name; or iv) an IP 
path; At least four of the values being returned to the recipient to allow the recipient to 
apply different weights to a message in order to categorize the message; A final 
message score is determined by one of the following: a) an average of two scores for a 
message; or b) a product of two scores for the message; wherein the scores for 
messages are based on statistics associated with a least two of the following: a) an 
actual sender of the message; b) a final IP address used by the sender; c) a final 
domain name used by the sender; or d) an IP path used by the sender; A first score for 
an unknown sender using a known final IP address or final domain name may be 
obtained by multiplying a second score for the final IP address or final domain name by 
a number less than one; Using a second formula to compute the score for the message 
when the message is reevaluated, wherein the second formula differs from a first 
formula used to compute the previous message score.
